Article 1 Name and Purpose 

The name of this organization shall be the National Radio Club and shall be hereafter 
referred to as the NRC. The purpose of this organization shall be to promote the 
hobby of DXing and more specifically to promote DXing on the Broadcast Band 640-1600£. 


Article 2 Location of Club Headquarters 
The NRC Headquarters s-all be at 325 Shirley Avenue, Buffalo 15, New York. 


Artitle 3 Eligibility for Membership 
Anyone interested in the hobby of DX, and ey previously dismissed from the NRC as 


provided in Article 13, shall be eligible for membership, 


Article 4 Club Publication "DX NEWS" 

Tha NRC's Official Publication shall be known as "DX NEWS." It shall be issued 34 
times each year, but in cases of emergency and with permission of the Board of Dir- 
ectors, the Editor may change the number of issues. "DX NEWS" normally will be pub- 
lished weekly, beginning with the first Saturday in October and up to and including 
the last Saturday in March, twice in April and September, once in May-June-July-Aug. 


Article 6 Dues 

Duss for membership in the NRC is $3.00 per year and should be ‘sent to the Executive 
Secretary, All Officers and Members shall be required to pay dues, there being no 
honorary memberships. A member ho has paid his dues is a lMember in Good Standing 
and is entitled to receive the publication of the NRC kmown as "DX NEWS" and all ot- 
her benefits of the club, If a liember fails to pay his dues when they become due,.he 
is no longer & Member in Good Standing arid is no longer entitled to receive "DX NEWS" 
or other benefits. 


Article 6 Board of Directors 

The governimg board of the NRC ‘shall be Imown as the Board of Directors, and consist 
of elemen members. Ten (10) members to be elected each year by the membership at 
lezgs, the Executive Secretary being the eleventh. To be eligible for election to 
the Board of Directors a maaber must be in his ir her Second Consecutive year as.a 
member in Good Standing and mst reside either in Continental United States or Canada 
Any member not wishing to run for election may request his name be omitted from the 
ballot by notifying the Executive Secretary who issues the voting instructions and 
ballot. The election of the 10 elected Board iiembers shall take plate in April of 
each year, The ten receiving the largest number of votes will constitute the elected 
part of the Board. In case a vacancy occurs on the board, the person receiving the 
next highest vote in the previous election shall be named to this yacancy. The term 
of office for Board Members shall be for O!@ year beginning with the day before Labor 
Day and terminating the day before Labor Day of the following year. 


Article 7 Duties of the Board of Directors 

It shall be the duty of the Board of Directors to administer the affairs of the NRC 
and to prémote the interests of the NRC to the best of its ability. Any action taken 
by the Board must be by at least a majority of that Board. Likewise any action taken 
in the name of the NRC must be approved by the Board. 

Any NRC member may submit items, proposed article changes or additions to the By-Laws 
for action by the Board, This can only oe done through txe’ Board Chairman and mst 
be signed in ink by the member submitting the item. It will be mandatory to disre- 
gard any unsigned item. 

Items shall be restircted to those only vitally necessary and all others will be 
passed by, with a letter explaining the facts from the Board Chairman to the member 
submitting said item. In cases where the member submitting the item is not satisfied 
with the Board Chaimman's explanation, he can ins: st that the item be brought before 
the Board for 2 voté. 

The Board Chairman only, has the authority to’ cant questions to the Board Members 
for a vote, except when he is unable to do so. It then becomes the duty of the Vice- 
Chairman to sutmit these itaéms. Sunh commimications from the Board Chairman to the 
Board Members shall be marked with tha heading "Official Business", Such communica- 
tions or others marked "Official Business" inust be held strictly confidential. 
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Board Members shall reply to such communic2tions requiring a vote within ten days. 
If no reply is received within the required time limit, it shall be assumed that the 
Board Member does not care to vote on the matter. If he ignores such communications 
for 2 consecutive times, action shall be taken as provided for in Article 13. 


Article 8 Club Officers 

The following Officers shall be named by the Board of Directors to serve for ONE (1) 
Year terms: President; Vice-President; Chaivman of the Board; Yice-Chairman; who 
must be Board Members,other than Vice-President. The Board shall also name the Exec- 
utive Secretary, Editor, and Courtesy Programs Committee Chairman ONLY when 4 vacancy 
occurs, They also name all Committees. 

The naming of the above officers shall take place as soon as possible by a newly el- 
ected Board of Directors. 


Article 9 Duties of the Officers, 

President. 
The President shall-represent the NRC in all matters in an Official capacity so long 
as any action that he may take is in agree.ent vith the Bogrd of Directors. He shall 
vote on Board matters ONLY when there is a tie vote among the other Board Members. 

Vice-Presigent. 
The Vice-President has no active duties. He cannot become President if a vacancy 
occurs, by succession, 

Board Chairman. 
The Board Chairman is regsponsible for the proper execution of all NRC affairs. He 
had the power to appoint any comnittees or to call upon any member to assist him in 
so doing. Any action however must be apjroved by the Boari. He will send ta the ot- 
her Board Members a reloase, once a month if necessary. In cases of emergency a re- 
lease will be sent at once. He will see to it that all business conducted by the 
Board, requiring a vote will be published in "DX MEWS" at intervals. Eech item along 
with each Board iiember's vote will te published and sent to all NRC Members. He 
shall not submit any item that would require the spending of Club funds without FIRST 
getting an opinion from the Executive Secretary and then the Board will be guided by 
that opinion. _ : 
He shall, once every 3S Brnontiet send @ condensed financial Statement to the other 
Board Members and President, 

Vice-Chairman, 
The Vice-Chairman shall have no authority other than that of a regular Board Member 
UNLESS the Board Chairman becomes unable to carry out his duties, or resigns. He 
shall then assume the authority of the Board Chairman and continue until the Chairman 
is again able to resume his dubies or in case of resignation, he will assume ¢7 the 
Office of Board Chairman until the next election.and a new Board Chairman has been ~~ 
named. 


Executive Secretary 
The Executive Secretary shall perfom the duties of Publisher - Secretary - Club 


Treasurer and shall not be eligible to hold any other Club Office. He shall have a 
vote in all Club matters, same as Board iiembars. All Club dues shall be sent to him, 
He shall be responsible for the following: Issue membership cards; Keep an up-to- 
date membership list; Keep 2 complete record of all money paid to the Club along with 
all money spent by the club. The buying of 411 club supplies for the publishing of 
"DX NEWS"; The mimeographing and mailing to the members, copies of "DX NEWS"; Once 
every three months send a complete financial statement to the Board Chairman, for 
the records and permanent equirment owned by the NRC. 

Editor 
The Editor shall be responsible for the catting of the stencils comprising the bulle- 
tin other than "DX DOWN THE DIAL" and "BO/ AD NEWS TO MEMBERS." He must see that the 
stencils are sent to the Executive Secretary. He shall not be eligible to the Office 
of Board Chairman. He has the right to appoint, “ith the approval of the Board, any 
assistant Editor or Editors he meeds to assist him in his work. He may use his own 
discretion in selecting material for publication; that is, he shall have the right to 
exclude from publication any member's report or portion thereof which he believes 
would not be in the best interests of the IRC. 
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Any problems arising from the exclusion of such material from publication must be ¢ 
dealt with through the Board. : 


Article 10 Committees. Courtesy Programs Committee. 

The CPC Chairman shall te respensible for arranging special DX Programs for the NRC 
and shall work hand in hand with the Board ani Editor for the best interests of the 
NRC. The CPC C.2irman, because of the anount of work involved, shall not be eligible 
to be Board Chairman. The CPB Chairman s.:2ll appoint as many members to his conmitt- 
ee as he deems necessary to carry out the work of the CPC. The CPC shall also in- 
clude the work of a Publicity Committees andi in as many ways as necessary and possi- 
ble, to promote the hobby of DX, Ths CPC sh&ll be responsible for the preparing of 
material to be read on DX Programd dedicated to the NRC along with write-ups, etc. in 
any hobby magazines, etc. ‘The CPCGChairman shall if necessary, appoint members for 
this work. 


Article 11 Annual Convention 
The annual NRC Convention shall be held on; the Saturday and Sunday before Labor May, 
and Labor Day, at Club Headquarters, unless decided otherwise by the Board. 


Article 12 Complaints, Accusations, and Correspondence. 
When the Board Chairman receives an accusation or complaint from a member or officer 


regarding a violation of any Article of the NRC by another member or officer, he © 
will immediately inform the accused and ask for a reply. Upon receipt of that reply 
the Board Chaixman will send both the complaint and reply to the Board for action, 
In such cases the complainant and thes accused will refrain from corresponding with 
each other until action has been taken by the Board and a verdict has been given. 
Both the complainant and accused will abide by the Board's verdict. 

All correspondence from one officer or member to another officer or member which 
does not beer the heading "OFFICIAL BUSINESS" shall be considered personal corres- 
pondence, regardless of whether it has been written or typed on Club Stationery or 
not. The Board shall have no power to settle any dispute arising from such correc- 
pondence unless it contains something tzat is in violation to any Club Article. 


Article 13 Reprimands and Mismassal from Membership 
Any Officer or Mewber of the NRC found guilty of conduct detrimanetal to the bast in- 


terests of the NRC by the majority of the Board, shall if the Board finds it to be @ 
minor offense, be reprimanded by the Board Chairman. If the offense is judged to be 
a Héee# major one, he shall be dismissed from the NRC. Any officer of the Club sol- 
iciting members to join another DX Club by asking them to drop their NRC membership 
and/or making derogatory remarks about the NRC shall be dismissed from his Offdéce and 
from the NRC if found guilty of said offense by a vote of the Board. He shall like- 
wise be inelligible for re-admission tag the NRC. In case an Officer is accused of 
mis-conduct, he shall not be allowed to vote on the matter. 


Article 14. DX Calendr 

It shall be the duty of the Editor to list all DX Programs, Tests, etc. that have 
been arranged by the NRC and other lagitinate DX Clubs. In listing these DX programs 
the Bditor will give credit to the NRC or other Club responsible in arranging said 
DX. Where a DX has been arranged in the ame of one or two personsag, the Editor will 
list it as just a DX or leave that part biank. 


Article 15 Contests 

All NRC Contests ani rules thereof must be approved by the Board. The NRC will not 
honor any verification antared by any menmoer in any contest unless the station veri- 
fied was heard on 2 receiver within 25 miles of the member's official residence. 
“However if a member is attending college or spends week-ends and vacationa at home, 
he may enter verifications received from reports sent from sithsr location providing 
the distance between the to points is not over 100 miles. If the distance is great- 
er than 100 miles, he may choose either those received from reports sent at college 
or those from his home, but not both. The rule likewise applies to any member sent 
to another city by his employer; that is, if the distance is not over 100 miles he 
may enter verifications from both locations, Otherwise he must make a choice between 
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between the tvo locations. However in cases where a member legitimately changes his 
official residence from one location to another, he can count verifications from. 
both location. However only two locations can bo used, if he moves more than once, 
he can count only veries from the FIRST TWO official residences, 


Article 16 Return Postage 

Every member using NRC Stationery or Report Forms or mentioning that he is an NRC 
mexber, shall be required to enclose return postage when sending a reception report 
to any station and asking for a verification, unless said station specifically states 
that return postage is not required. Any violation of this article shall be dealt 
with under Article 15. 


Article 17 Amendments and Additions. 
The By*Laws may be amended or additions maie thereto by a T.o-Thirds (2/3) majority 
of the Board of Directors. 


Article 18  Pledce 

All Officers and iiembers pled:e themselves to uphold tho above Articles to the best 
of their ability. Each Officer and Member will receive a complete set of these By- 
Laws. Please keep them for future reference. 


The Club Officers will receive a card which they will sign, acknowledging thereby 
that they have received, fully understand, and agree to abide by, the By-Laws of the 
NRC. The cards will be kept on file by the Zoard Chairman.
